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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

Applicant's election without traverse of group II in the reply filed on 2/14/05 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 31 , 33 are objected to because of the following informalities: Claim 31 is 
objected to because recites "the first and second pairs of tracks" lacks antecedent basis 
in claim 29. Claim 33 is objected to because recites "said at least one LED" lacks 
antecedent basis in claim 32. Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 29-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. There is no structural relationship between optic 
surface and a mounting surface in claim 29. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 29-48, 50-52, and 56-61 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Rycroft et al (US Pat. No 5,365,41 1). 

Regarding claims 29-48, 50-52, and 56-61, the applicant is advised that claims 
have been given their broadest reasonable interpretation. In re Pearson, 181 USPQ 
641 (CCPA 1974), 29, a carrier for a light engine comprising : a mounting surface (26, 
fig. 3) and an optic surface (30, fig. 3) said mounting surface having a first support arm 
(groove, not numbered), a second support arm (groove, not numbered) and a contoured 
projection extending longitudinally, and said optic surface having a central channel (fig. 
3), and a pair of sidewalls (30, fig. 3), wherein said contoured projection is adapted to 
contact a housing (fig. 3), the carrier is made of extruded aluminum, wherein the first 
and second pairs of optic tracks are adapted to slidably mount a PCB ( 12, fig. 3)with at 
least one LED (36, fig. 3) in the tracks, further comprising a reflector (28, fig. 3), the 
reflector has at least one aperature, said aperature aligned with said at least one LED 
(fig. 3), further comprising at least one clip, said clip connecting the reflector to the 
carrier (fig. 3), the sidewalls are shaped to reflect the light, at least one lens (16). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 49, and 53-55 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
